Jimmy Taylor 
Passed Away 
Tuesday Morning 

Had Been Sickly For A Year; 

In Hospital Less Than a Week. 

The warm friendly greeting of 
“Hello McGregor-r-r” will no 
longer resound through the crisp 
morning air to greet one and all 
as it has done during many years 
past, for Jimmy Taylor is dead. 
Jimmy, liked by all who knew 
him, died in the local hospital at 
approximately 10:15 on Tuesday 
morning after almost a year of 
painful sickness. 

Born at Dunfermline, Fifeshire, 
Scotland, on Nov. 24, 1887, he 
grew up- in the Dunfermline dis¬ 
trict, going to work at the mine 
at Lochore when 10 years *>f 
age. That year he iwenit to reside 
with the late Mr. and Mrs. Wm. 
Pryde at Lochore and has ~e- 
mained with the Pryde family for 
the past 41 years. 

'He accompanied Mr. and Mrs. 
Pryde to Coleman in 1926 where 
he gained employment with Mc- 
Gillivray Coal Oo. and remained 
in the company’s employ up un¬ 
til his death. 

His sickness made its presence 
felt ilast year and in October he 
entered a Calgary hospital where 
he remained for a short time. 
His condition became critical a 
few weeks ago and he again vis¬ 
ited at Calgary, this time only 
. for three days. Last Thursday 
afternoon he entered the local 
hospital where he passed aiway. 

Surviving arc 'three sisters, 
Mrs. Downey, of Trail, one in 
Scotland and one in Australia. 
In addition there are Bill and 
Bert Pryde wtrom he has resided 
with for 41 years. 

Deceased was popularly and 
widely known throughout town 
and many will regret his passing. 
While never active in community 
welfare iwork his likeable nature, 
friendly smile and warm greeting 
of “hello McGregor-r-r” will be 
missed. 

Mrs. Downey, isster of deceas¬ 
ed, arrived in Coleman on Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon and funeral ar¬ 
rangements have been made for 
Friday at 3 p.m. from the Pryde 
home on Fourth street. The local 
branch of the Canadian Legion 
will provide the pall bearers those 
being Wm.

A coroner’s inquest into the 
death of Mrs. Veronica Zahorejko 
who was found dead in an East 
Coleman shack on the afternoon 
of Wednesday, Jan. 26, was con¬ 
cluded ‘here at noon Friday when 
the jury brought in the following 
verdict after hearing a number of 
witnesses. 

“The said Veronica Zahorejko 
came to her death during the 
early hours of Tuesday, Jan. 25, 
1944, at the home of Peter 
Abramowiez in East Coleman, 
known as “Bushtown,” by being 
struck on the head with an axe 
in the hands of Peter AJbrom- 
owicz.” 

The majority of witnesses call¬ 
ed were members of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police from 
the Lethbridge and Blairmore de¬ 
tachments. 

Finds Body 

Constable Bradley told of en¬ 
tering the shack and finding the 
body. Constable J. C. Campbell, 
police photographer, submitted 
14 pictures taken at the scene of 
t'he crime along iwith a blueprint 
of the exterior and interior of 
the house. 

Sgt. T. Mudiman of the Blair¬ 
more detachment, told of being 
informed of the crime while on 
business at Corbin, B.C. He en¬ 
tered as exhibits a suit of men’s 
underwear with blood stains, a 
blood-stained shirt, an axe, a 
woman’s purse and its contents, 
a natioal registration card and 
iation book both bearing the 
name of Veronica Zahorejko, also 
the lock and hasp which he had 
taken from the outside door. He 
told of entering the shack and 
finding the woman’s body. On 
the underwear he found a laundry 
mark. Nothing in the house had 
been touched till the Arrival of 
Constable Campbell wtfo took pic¬ 
tures of important pieces of evi¬ 
dence. An axe was.. lying about 
four feet to the west of the body. 

Looked Frightened 

A neighbor, Mrs. Wanda Wanat 
told of seeing Abromowicz on the 
morning of Jan. 25 locking his 
shack door. He had looked a little 
frightened and had said “hello.” 
He told her that he was going to 
meet his missus at Bellevue and 
then go to Lethbridge. 

John Stanzewski, an acquaint¬ 
ance, had met Abromowicz at the 
Coleman Cafe shortly after noon 
on Jan. 25, when the latter had 
ordered turkey fox lunch. He ask¬ 
ed Abromowicz if he was not 
working and the latter had re¬ 
plied that he had quit and was 
going to Lethbridge.

Sam Lee, Chinese laundryman, 
identified the laundry mark on 
the Ibiood-stained underwear as 
one placed there by himself. A- 
twmowicz had twice given him 
laundry, the first bill was paid 
but the second was unpaid and 
the laundryman had some laundry 
belonging to Abromowicz in his 
possession while giving evidence. 

Gives Statement 
Sgt. James A. Cawsey, of the 
Lethbridge detachment, gave evi¬ 
dence of Abramowicz coming to 
his office at 10:45, Jan. 26 and 
tehing him that he (Abramowicz) 
had killed a woman in his house 
at Bushtown. An enquiry was 
then authorized to Ib^e made. A 
full statement was then taken 
from Abramowicz. He was given 
proper warning. The verbal state¬ 
ment was then transferred into 
writing and read over to Abram- 
owic who made a few corrections 
and then signed the statement. 

The statement iwas read to the 
jury and revealed that Mrs. Za- 
hoiejko, had arrived at Abram¬ 
owicz’ shack at approximately 
2:30 a.m. on Jan. 25. She brought 
with her a bottle of Scotch whis¬ 
key which Abramowicz had given 
her some time previously. They 
had “killed” practically all the 
bottle with the exception of about 
a g.assful. Both had Ibecome 
drunk and later went to bed. 
M'is. Zahorejko rose from bed 
shortly after and went to Ab- 
ramowicz’ bag. He asked what 
she was after. She came to bed 
and they quarrelled and fought. 
A little later she rose and he 
saw her come towards him with 
an axe and saying she was going 
to kill him. A fight ensued and he 
hit her over the head with the axe 
in the bedroom. They came into 
the kitchen where he again hit 
her on a number of occasions. 
She fell to the floor. He went 
back to bed Ibut couldn’t sleep. He 
later packed his grip and went 
up town to go to Lethbridge on 
the bus. He missed the bus and 
came back to the shack. He went 
back to town at noon and bor¬ 
rowed $10 from a local merchant 
and went on the train for Leth¬ 
bridge that afternoon going to 
North Lethlbridge where he told 
the murdered women’s children 
that their mother had gone to 
visit at Calgary. He gave him¬ 
self up the next morning. 

Abramowicz took the stand and 
declared that everything stated in 
the statement read by Sgt. Caw¬ 
sey was true. J. L. Fawcett, K.C., 
asked if he wanted a lawyer but 
this he refused.

In it he expressed 
the wish for some books to con¬ 
tinue his studies on a course he 
has taken an interest in. 

Russian-Canadians 
Donate $83,000 to 
Soviet Hospitals 

Coleman Collections Totalled 
$1774.35; Canvass of Miners 
And Officials Netted $519.00 

The national executive of the 
Federation of Russian-Canadians 
Friday presented a cheque for 
$83,192.06 to the Canadian Aid to 
Russia Fund. It will Ibe used to 
buy 1,100 beds and hospital sup¬ 
plies for the cities of Bryansk 
and Kharkov. The cheque was ac¬ 
cepted from Nickolas Mitchel, 
chairman of the Federation of 
Canadian Russians, by H. F. 
Skey, national treasurer of the 
Canadian Aid to Rusisa Fund, 
and Clifford Sifton, national vice- 
president. I. Malania and T. Kur¬ 
ban* secretaries/ accompanied Mr. 
Mitchel. 

This small group of only about 
3,000 Russian Canadians has 
raised a total of $85,097.84 since 
Oct. 15, of which $1,905.78 iwas 
previously turned over to the Aid 
to Russia Fund. 

“We used bazaars and concerts 
and all sorts of ways to raise the 
money,” Mr. Malania said. “Of 
course we did not contribute all 
the money ourselves, but we were 
joined by other Slavic Canadians, 
and other Canadians, too, who at¬ 
tended our affairs.” 

Of the 1,100 beds, he said, 100 
are being supplied by Carpatho- 
Russians and the other 1,000 by 
Russian Canadians. In addition 
to the beds, the Russian Canad¬ 
ians are supplying 1,100 mattres¬ 
ses, 1,100 synthetic rubber sheets, 
550 dozen. regulation hospital 
sheets, 366 dozen pillowcases, 183 
dozen unbleached draw sheets, 
and three pairs of pyjamas, a 
pair of slippers, two bathrobes 
and two woolen blankets for each 
bed. 

Of the $83,000 raised in the 
Dominion, Coleman raised $1,774. 
35. Socials contributed $851. 85 
monthly obligations, $172.00, Rus' 
sian sympathizers, $125.00, town 
collection $84.50, Sagoff camp 
employees $22.00, mine canvass 
of officials and miners $519.00 
Alex. Jumarchuk and Nick. 
Urkewich are president and sec¬ 
retary-treasurer respectively of 
the Russian Society in charge 
of the funds raised locally.

Medicine At War 


Made A Difference 

Germany Took Delight In Bombing 
Until They Were Attacked 

A distinguished member of the 
British diplomatic service who served 
six years in Berlin said in the BBC’s 
German program that it was no sur¬ 
prise to him to see from the German 
papers that the British raids oh 
Berlin were described as “barbarous", 
“inspired by the Jews” and so on. 

He said that before the war the 
idea of bombing cities was regarded 
as quite natural in German official 
circles. He remembered Goering say¬ 
ing to him that London was “a mag¬ 
nificent target—a large ripe plum” 
and he “made a noise with his lips 
like a small boy confronted by a 
large juicy plum.” The broadcaster 


CASUALTIES ARE INEVITABLE in time of war, but it is encouraging 
to know that because of the great advances made in medical science in 
recent years, the mortality rate among our wounded is very low. Statistics 
given out by the British Ministry of Information show that in this war 
there is much less loss of life as the result of wounds than there was in the 
First World War. At that time, the mortality rate in hospitals for the 
wounded in Egypt and Palestine was 7.44, while out of nearly 30,000 battle 
casualties admitted to hospitals in the Middle East during the year ending 
March 31, 1943, the death rate was only 2.1. Another comparison which 
has been given, tells of a British hospital in France, where 1,300 severely 
wounded patients were treated towards the end of the last war. Of these, 
113 died. During the recent campaign in Tunisia, there were only five 
deaths in a hospital which had 1,500 serious eases. 

This decline in the death rate among the 
wounded is a tribute to the progress made in 
the field of medicine since the last war. Out¬ 
standing among the new discoveries are the 
sulphonamide drugs and the drug penicillin, which have proved so effective 
in preventing infection and in healing wounds. The use of airplanes in 
dealing with casualties is also an important development. Facilities are 
provided not only for evacuating the wounded quickly by air, but also for 
conveying doctors and medical equipment to battle areas. Nearly 15,000 
sick and wounded were taken to North Africa by the Royal Air Force and 
the United States Army Air Corps during the Sicilian campaign, and the 
same number of casualties were evacuated by air during the fighting in 
North Africa. It has also been related that on more than one occasion all 
the necessities for the establishment of a fully equipped hospital have been 
flown into battle areas.

Blood Plasma 
Saves Lives 


Another important development, and one to which 
civilians are able to contribute, is the use of blood 
plasma for the treatment of those suffering from 
wounds or shock. Transfusions are considered vital 
for such cases, and trained teams crawl forward in the battle areas, admin¬ 
istering plasma to casualties before they are moved. Plasma is dried 
blood, and it can be kept for any length of time, without requiring,refrigera- 
tion. Thife is a very recent discovery and one which has been instrumental 
in saving many lives. Great quantities of this plasma are needed, and many 
thousands of Canadians are regularly donating blood for this purpose. 
Mobile operating theatres, which may be moved very close to the front 
lines are another important factor in the prevention of a high death rate 
from wounds. In carrying on these valuable services, great skill and cour¬ 
age is constantly being 1 shown by the doctors and other members of the 
Medical Corps and to them goes credit for the saving of many lives for 
the fighting forces.

HEALTH LEAGUE OF CANADA 

New Values For Old 

A startling and challenging piece of information has been drawn to our 
attention by the Department of Nutrition Services at Ottawa. In survey¬ 
ing and computing nutrition values on the food available for civilian con¬ 
sumption in Canada last year it was found that potatoes are the source of 
35% of the Vitamin C that is available to Canadians in the present market. 
Moreover, one average potato contains enough Vitamin C to supply % of 
our daily requirement. Do you see the tremendous significance of these 
statements? Vitamin C is essential to our health and it is particularly 
difficult to obtain the amounts that we need in winter time. Yet the humble 
potato is willing to come to our rescue, if we will only take the trouble 
necessary to avail ourselves of the value that is there. This means that 
we must cook our potatoes properly. 

A mild deficiency of Vitamin C results in defective teeth and bone 
formation, tender joints, headaches, low resistance to infection, digestive 
disturbances and general weakness and restlessness. This same Vitamin 
C is destroyed by overcooking, especially in rapidly boiling water in an 
open kettle. 

Potatoes contain enough Vitamin C to supply one-third to one-half of 
our daily requirement—if we do not boil it away in preparing those pota¬ 
toes for the table. Boiled pared potatoes have become a staple daily dish 
in vast numbers of Canadian homes; with the result that Canadians are 
deriving great benefit from the energy-giving value of the potato, but are 
losing the Vitamin values which could so easily be included. The solution 
is simple enough: 

1. Bake your potatoes, or 

2. Steam your potatoes, or 

3. Bc^ potatoes in their jackets with a cover on the pot. 

Baked potatoes are tne most nutritious form in which you can eat 

them. Very little of the value of the potato is lost if it is baked. Why not 
make use of your furnace and save heating the oven. Scrub the potatoes 
thoroughly, grease the skins with a bit of dripping so they will be fender 
enough to eat, and put them on the wide ledge inside your furnace door, 
and they will bake in about one hour. Be sure your family eats the skin 
so they get the benefit of all the minerals that lie close to it. 

Steamed potatoes are preferable to boiled ones because this elusive 
Vitamin C, though easily destroyed by cooking in water, is not as quickly 
destroyed by cooking in steam. If you have no steamer, suspend a colander 
over a pot of boiling water, put the potatoes in it and put a cover on. Done 
in this way they will take about fifteen minutes longer to cook but will 
have a very fine flavor. 

If you must boil your potatoes, do so with the skins on! Don’t peel 
them first. Scrub them well instead and boil them in a covered kettle. 
Their nutritive value will be much higher.

There is great need for a central hospital in the 
Pass towns, A hospital staffed by doctors that 
would rank high among the best in western Cana 
ada, by competent nurses and equipped with the 
most modern of medical equipment. „A hospital 
that could boast of many beds in addition to ma¬ 
ternity and isolation wards. 

In such a thickly populated industrial centre as 
the Crows Nest Pass a hospital such as the above 
is really a dire necessity and could easily be real¬ 
ized if all factions pulled the same way. We are 
thoroughly aware of the rivalry that exists be 
tween Coleman and Blairmore in the matter of a 
central hospital. It is doubtful if Frank, Bellevue 
or Hillcrest would mind where such a splendid in- 
stitation was built as long as it was brought into 
being. To overcome the Coleman Blairmore stub- 
Jjoihjess why not adopt one local citizen’s suggest¬ 
ion that it be built on a suitable site midway be 
tween Coleman and Blairmore. Such a site would 
have quietness and it would only be a few minutes 
car ride from practically all points of the Pass. 
The grounds could be beautified at a later date. 

To set the machinery in motion to erect such 
a building it would be necessary to bring together 
the various mining companies, miners’ unions, 
businessmen’s associations and civic government 
bodies. At such a meeting or meetings details 
could be discussed and if agreement was reached 
on location, type of building and financing the go 
ahead-signal could be given and thus Pass citizens 
would be enriched with a modern hospital. 

However before such a meeting could take place 
it will be necessary for some aggressive organiza¬ 
tion to pave the way by contacting the various rep¬ 
resentative bodies and laying the groundwork for 
such an important meeting. 

CABINET TIMBER 

The Alberta legislature is in session at the pres¬ 
ent time and it may well be the last before a prov¬ 
incial election is called. Should an election be 
called this year it would be to the benefit of all 
parties concerned in the Crows Nest-Pincher Creek 
constituency to look around now for competent 
men to represent them at the polls. 

Never, in provincial political history, has this 
section of the province been represented by a cab¬ 
inet minister. We have had men who have work¬ 
ed for the constituency’s interests to the best of 
their ability but they have never been classed as 
cabinet timber and therefore have been at a disad 
vantage in securing much needed improvements for 
the district. 

Surely in a constituency as vast and wealthy in 
agriculture and mineral resources as Crows Nest- 
Pincher Creek there must be men whose ability 
would stamp them as cabinet timber provided one 
of them became a member of the party in power.

Born 
in Coleman he greiw into young 
manhood here, attending the local 
schools and taking part in various 
sports activities. He excelled as a 
tumbler at P.T. and was among the 
best of local young tenuis players. 
He enlisted in the R.C.A F. on July 
22, 1941, and trained in eastern Can¬ 
aria Received his wings and com¬ 
mission as Pilot Officer in 1942. He 
left for overseas in November, 1942, 
and saw action over Europe. He 
was fatally injured in a flying acci¬ 
dent in England and is buried at 
Dereham, Norfolk, England.

Honourable Humphrey Mitehel, 
minister of labour, announces 
that an order in council approved 
recently gives authority to the 
Department of Labour to extend 
financial assistance to Provincial 
governments, in order to stim¬ 
ulate trade apprenticeship train¬ 
ing. Dominion-provincial agree¬ 
ments on the.subject are provided 
for. 

For the fiscal year 1944-45 the 
Dominion fund available for dis¬ 
tribution among the provinces is 
not to exceed $250,000. This sum 
will ^>e raised to an annual $1, 
000,000 for later fiscal years. 

The planned Dominion assis¬ 
tance is designed to supplement 
regular industrial apprenticeship 
training. Apprentices, while work¬ 
ing at industrial trades, iwill be 
subject to working conditions and 
wage rates determined by the 
province under the agreement, 
and will be paid by the employer 
in the usual way. 

Each province must administer 
its share of the fund under an 
apprenticeship act or its equiv¬ 
alent, and will be required to 
appoint one or more apprentice¬ 
ship committees, composed of an 
equal numbers of representatives 
of employees and workers, to¬ 


gether with representatives of 
Provincial Departments of La¬ 
bour and Education. 

Both ex-servicemen and civil¬ 
ians will benefit by the scheme. 
Where training of returned men 
is approved by the Minister of 
Pensions and National Health, 
the Dominion will pay full costs. 
In civilian cases, costs will be 
divided fifty-fifty between the 
Dominion and Provincial govern¬ 
ments. 

Commenting on the Order, 
Honorable Humphrey Mitchell, 
minister of labour, stated; “It 
is important for the welfare of 
our industry as a whole, that a 
sufficient number of our young 
people in the post-war world 
should ibe given trade training of 
various sorts, so that they may 
be among the most highly skilled 
workers in the world.” 

The Cfrder defines an appren¬ 
tice as “any person at least 16 
years of age who enters into a 
•written agreement with an em¬ 
ployer to learn a skilled trade 
requiring a minimum of 4,000 
hours of reasonably continuous 
employment_” 

Assistance from the govern¬ 
ments will relate largely to the 
vocational o r other school courses 
incidental to apprenticeship.

The Program In Britain May Be 
Slackened Soon 

Aircraft production, which since 
the early days of the war has had 
first priority on British labor, soon 
will undergo a reduction in Its per¬ 
sonnel because the "program Is In 
such a healthy state,’’ the London 
Daily Mail said. 

"Thousands of men and girls long 
employed in the aircraft industry,” 
the newspaper added, “soon will be 
called into the services or will be 
transferred to other war work. The 
production progam. is in such a 
healthy state and the labor position 
has been so successfully dealt with 
that the industry can afford to dis¬ 
pense with some workers. 

"This follows the biggest output 
year in British aircraft production 
history.”

The 
man who is so busy training a little 
child that he forgets all about his 
own claims to recognition has already 
become great. To the disciples it 
was a new standard.

Japan Unable To Get Adequate 
Supplies Tq Outlying Islands 
Don’t be too surprised if the Japs 
abandon their remaining footholds in 
New Britain, New Guinea, and the 
Solomons in the near future. And 
the move won’t be entirely the result 
of the U.S. . pincers movement on 
Rabaul. The truth is that the Jap 
shipping situation is becoming criti¬ 
cal.

4 lbs. chuck roast 
2 tablespoons fat 
2 tablespoons flour 
2 teaspoons cinnamon 
2 teaspoons ginger 
2 tablespoons brown sugar 

1 tablespoon vinegar 

2 cups tomato, juice 

1 large onion,’ chopped 
1 bay leaf 
iy 2 teaspoon salt 

Dash of pepper and cayenne. 
Heat the fat in a heavy, deep sauce¬ 
pan or Dutch oven; mix together the 
flour, cinnamon, ginger and brown 
sugar; rub it on the meat and sear 
on all sides in the hot fat. Add what 
bit of seasonings are left to the 
kettle; add all the remaining ingred¬ 
ients. Cover and simmer gently for 
three hours or until tender. If the 
meat is raised from the bottom of the 
pot, there is no danger of burning 
and the meat is more tender. Two 
or three old zinc jar rings tied to¬ 
gether make a good rack.

j Every unit is equipped with a truck 
i in which a complete photolitho and 
j rotary printing outfit is contained.

! of 4,500 copies per hour. At one 
point during the North African cam¬ 
paign, the Royal Engineers’ mobile 
presses worked 22 hours a day, every 
day for six weeks without a break¬ 
down.
